Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Addressing the written description rejection, applicants' 
representatives reiterated arguments that are already of record, namely that the invention is directed to methods of 
using an S-layer protein and not the protein itself, and that a C. crescentus S-layer protein was known in the art, citing 
the '948 patent. The examiner acknowledged these arguments and referred applicants 1 representatives to the previous 
Office action for a response to such arguments. Applicants' representatives questioned the examiner about including a 
C-terminal fragment of SEQ ID NO:5 in the claims and whether such amendment would overcome the written 
description rejection. The examiner indicated that this would be viewed favorably, but that a determination of 
patentability would require a review of a written response. Addressing the indefiniteness rejection, applicants' 
representatives indictated that a skilled artisan can distinguish between different species of bacteria. In response, the 
examiner noted that the claims do not recite different species of bacteria and it is unclear as to how a skilled artisan 
distinguishes a C. crescentus S-layer protein from other S-layer proteins. 
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
